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SHIPS JOHN F. LATIMER ELECTED TO 

FULL-TIME CLASSICAL LEAGUE POST 

Dr. John F. Latimer, head of the Classics Department of The George 
Washington University has been elected executive-secretary of the American 
Classical League. Dr. Latimer, president of the League sinoe I960, announced 
he will take the post September 1. His successor as League President will 
be elected in August. 

The League, formed U7 years ago to encourage the study of Latin and 
Greek, decided at a Providence, R. I., conference last week to elect its first 
full-time official because of two developments* 

Optimistically, there is a revival of interest in classical studies, 
with about 3,000 college students now majoring in the ■Clas»io-s^- -an increajw 
of 60 per cent in the last 10 years, Latimer said. He noted, however, an 
evergrowing shortage of classics teachers, particularly in secondary school 
Latin teachers. He said unless something can be done to reverse the trend, 

Latin will disappear as a public school subject within 10 years. 

One of Latimer's first tasks in the new job, will be to conduct a 
survey to determine just how bad the teacher shortage is and what can be 
done about it. 

Executive-secretarial offices will be set up on the George Washington 
campus in space to be provided by the university, Latimer indicated he 
will reduce his teaching duties at GWU beginning next fall to devote more 
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time to League activities. 

Dr. John C. Williams, chairman of the Department of Classics at 
Goucher College, Baltimore, Md., was elected as Latimer's understudy at 
the Providence conference. 

The League has begun a drive to raise a 0200,000 endowment fund to 
support its activities. League membership is 6,500, and over 100,000 
high school students are members of a Junior Classical League, founded 
in 1936.

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The George Washington University announces a summer program in Germany 
in cooperation with the Experiment in International Living. 

Open to students from all over the United States, the program offers 
two German courses at the third-year level; a course in conversational and 
written German; and a course in the German cultural heritage, -Upon oowpletion 
of the courses the student will receive six semester hours of credit. Associate 
Professor Klaus Thoenelt, of The George Washington University Faculty, will 
share the instruction with a resident of Germany. 

Students will recieve four days of orientation in Putney, Vermont, 
beginning on June 22, 1966, and will fly from New York on June 26, on an 
Experiment in International Living charter flight to Paris or Brussels. The 
^roup will go by train to the Black Forest region of Germany where each student 
will stay three or four days with a German family. After an eight-day trip 
to the Alps with contemporaries from their Garmao families-, the *.tudfinte will 
return for a further stay of two and a half weeks with the families. 

After the family visits the students will move to a pension or small 
hotel in another town in the Black Forest where instruction in the classes 
will be more intensified. Following an eight-day visit to a North German 
city, the group will return by train to Brussels or Paris and fly back to 
North America via an Expermiment in International Living charter flight on 
August 26.

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GWU TO OFFER SPRING SEMINAR IN 

MEDICINE, RELIGION AND HEALING 

The George Washington University's Religion Department will offer a 
unique Seminar in Medicine, Religion and Healing in the Spring Semester 
which begins January 31. 

The course will present an introduction to the total care concept 
emohasizing the importance of religion in medical practice for both the 
patient and physician. 

"The intersection of medical and religious interests in the whole 
man leads the two professions to a place where they must carry on a 
dialogue," according to Dr. Robert G. Jones, chairman of the university's 
Religion Department. "This course is simply a. groundbrea king , -effort, to 
begin this dialogue." 

Dr. Milton 0. Kepler, M.D., a master's degree candidate in the 
university's Religion Department is the course coordinator. He and 
other professors will be joined by visiting clergymen and physicians 
to present the seminar. 

Although the seminar is an elective course for second year medical 
students at George Washington, course officials hope to attract seminary 
student observers as well. 

Sessions will be conducted on Jewish, Catholic and Protestant ethics 
and attitudes toward death, sickness and other medical areas. Protestant 
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minority groups and cults will also be touched upon. 

Interprofessional relationships, the role of the clergy in healing, 
the clergy's view of the medical profession, and psychiatry and religion 
will also be discussed. 

The last month of the course will be devoted to discussions of such 
topics, among others, as sterilization, birth control, the purpose and 
power of prayer in healing, blood transfusions, and the prolongation of 
life of the chronically ill, the aged, and defective children.

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GW PHARMACOLOGIST WINS NIH GRANT 
FOR DRUG METABOLISM RESEARCH PROJECT 


Pharmacologists at The George Washington University School of Medicine will probe 
into chemical effects of drugs in the body under a grant from the National Institute of 
General Medical Sciences, National Institutes of Health. 

Dr. H. George Mandel, Chairman of the Pharmacology Department at GW, will 
direct research in the award announced today of $123, 768, for the first year of a five year 
study. 

The George Washington University scientists will focus their research on drug 
metabolism in the belief that the breakdown products of drugs are potentially as hazardous 
as the parent drug. Metabolic by-products and their pharmacological actions during a 
drug's course through the body will come under close scrutiny. 

While interest in drug metabolism studies has been characteristic in the Pharmacology 
Department under Dr. Mandel and his predecessor, Dr. Paul K. Smith, GW scientists also 
feel an urgent need to understand the actions of drugs on a biochemical basis. 

Included in the research program will be studies of drug-induced gastric hemorrhage, 
investigations of drug interactions, and research into the effects on drug metabolizing 
enzymes of certain analgesics, barbiturates, and antibiotics. There will also be biochemical 
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studies of the mechanism of action of various central nervous system drugs. Goal of the 
total program is insight into molecular interactions, and, ultimately, a rational basis 
for predicting drug toxicity. 

Tests will be performed on monkey tissue in an effort to produce drug reactions 
similar to those which occur in men. Individual variations in reactions and variations 
which are related to the sex and age of the experimental animal will also be examined. 

In addition, by studying the hereditary traits which control drug-metabolizing enzymes 
in highly inbred mice, a genetic basis for variations in drug reactions will be sought. 

The rapid development of modem "miracle" drugs has increased the clinical 
problem of undesirable side effects. Dr. Mandel feels it is unfortunate that "historically, 
it has not been the careful experiment but rather individual events, usually after extensive 
clinical usage, that have led to the recognition of a drug toxicity." 

Dr. Mandel, who holds a BS and PhD in chemistry from Yale, came to GW in 1949 
and was- named chairman of the Department of Pharmacology in 1960. A resident of 
Springfield, Maryland, he lives at 5500 Christy Drive with his wife and two children.

The election of Washington banking and business executives, Lewellyn 
Jl * Jennings and John V/. Thompson, Jr., as trustees of The George Washington 
University was announced today by Board Chairman E. K. Morris. 

Jennings is chairman of the board of directors and chief executive 
officer of Riggs National Bank. Thompson is a director, vice president, 
and assistant to the president of The Evening Star Newspaper Co., and an 
executive officer of several Star subsidiaries. 

Jennings has worked in government finance and commercial banking 
since 192L. He became Assistant National Bank Examiner, Office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency in 1929 and was assigned to the Second Federal 
Reserve District, New York City. 

He was commissioned a Bank Examiner in 1935, and from 1937 to 1939 
conducted examinations of foreign branches of national banks. He also 
held temporary assignments to the Haitian government, making surveys of 
the central bank of that country.

In I960 he resigned from government service to become senior vice 
president and member of the executive committee of the Republic National 
B'nk of Dallas, where he became executive vice president for administration 
in 1961. He left the Dallas bank in 1963 to accept the chairmanship of 
the Riggs National Bank. 

Jennings is a member of the Association of Reserve City Bankers, 
the American Bankers Association and the District of Columbia Bankers 
association. He is active in numerous civic and charitable organizations. 

Thompson, a native Washingtonian, is a 1936 honor graduate of 
Princeton University, and as a. trustee, follows in the footsteps of his 
grandfather, Theodore W. Noyes, who was for many years a member of the 
board of trustees of the university.
